In its capacity as the city which feeds the 
armies of the world during times of war 
Chicago yesterday sent the first shipments 
of supplies destined for the use of foreign 
armies during the impending hostilities in 


the Orient. The goods sent from the Stock- 


Yards were billed to Port Arthur (China), 
and Tokio and Nagasaki, Japan. 

The shipments consisted of five carloads 
of barreled beef and pork, sent by G. F. 
Swift & Co. to Port Arthur for the use of the 
Russian army, and five carloads of canned 
roasts, and corned beef sent by Lib- 
by, MeNeill & Libby to Tokio and Nagasaki 
for the use Of the Japanese army. The ship- 
ments are but the forerunners of many oth- 
ers, to be tenfold in size, if need be, say of- 
ficials of the leading packing companies o 
Today the slogan of the elated officials of 
every packing company at the Stock-Yards 
is: 

“Chicago feeds the armies of the world

BOARD SHOTS OUT NGI 


VICE PRESIDENT IS SUSPENDED 
ITS PRIVILEGES. 


| 
Found Guilty of Making False and Fic- 
titious ‘Trades—Witnesses for De- 
fendant Make Accusations That 
John Hill Caused His House to Be 
Blown Up — Latter Denies Charge 
and Testimony Is Excluded—Injunc- 
tion in Christie Case Dissolved. 


James Nicol, First Vice President of the 
Board of Trade, was suspended last night 
from the privileges of the floor for one year 
after a. trial on charges of making false 
and fictitious trades.“ The trial began last 
Tuesday and ended at 12:30 o'clock this 
Last night's session of the trial devel- 
oped some highly sensational features. 
These phases of the case were brought out 
when the defense. introduced witnesses to 
discredit the methods adopted by John Hill 
in the prosecution: The new phase pree- 
tically put Hill on trial on charges of blow- 
ing up his house in Morgan Park in 1898. 

When the afternoon session began Nicol 
took the, stand. He admitted making the 
trades as charged, but asserted that he 
made them in the regular order of business, 
taking them from McLain in identically 
the same way he would have taken them— 
and as a matter of fact, did take similar 
trades—from hundreds of other members 
of the board. 

Detense Attacks John Hill. 

Then the defense began on John Hill. The 
first witness was a Miss Wegner, a detective, 
who swore she was employed, together with 
Frank T. (“ Slicky McMahon, by John 
Hill in 1898, when the explosion occurred 
which wrecked a portion of the Hill resi- 
dence. The young woman testified that she 
was with “ Bert” King and McMahon at 
the time, and that King carried the bomb 
and wite while she carried a lantern, which 
lighted his path from the barn to the house. 

Another feature of the young woman's 
testimony was that while working for Hill 
she made various collections of money from 
gamblers and others to whom she was sent 
by 

During an adjournment for dinner from 8 
to 9 o’clock, Mr. Hill ridiculed the story told 
by Miss Wegner, claiming that on cross- 
examination he asked Miss Wegner several 
questions which proved the falsity of her 
story. 

„Tuns girl could not have worked for me.“ 
he said, because I never saw her before 
in my life. I asked her if she worked for me 
when I had my mustache cut off. She said 
she had. As a matter of fact I never cut it 
off. The young woman has been in an at- 
torney’s office for the last five days and 
nights, being ‘ coached ’ on this story.” 

„ Slicky McMahon followed Miss Weg- 
ner on the stand, and corroborated her story 
regarding the bomb. 

Henry O. Parker was on the stand half an 
hour. He was followed by Bert 1 King. 


Sensational Testimony Excluded. 

Two hours were allowed for arguments, 
from 10 o'clock to midnight, and it was about 
equally divided between Hill; Nicol, and 
Avery, the last named acting as attorney. 
Before these an the testimony of Miss 
Wegner and McMahon was excluded. 

More than ordinary interest has attached

PALACH ON MADE ISLAND, 


COMMERCIAL ASSOCIATION HAS 
PLAN FOR BUILDING. 


Erected in Lake Front Park at Cost 
_ of $2,000,000, Which Will Be Raised 
by Issuing Bonds—Prpfits of Enter- 
prise Expected to Pay Debt in Fifty 
| Years, When City Shall Own the 
| Whole Property. ye 


Plane for the construction and manage- 
ment of the Palace of Industries, to be 
erected in the Lake-Front Park, were adopt- 
ed at a meeting. of the directors of Com- 
merotal association.yesterday. A mammoth 
exposition building, to cost $2,000,000, to ac- 
commodate 20,000. people, and after fifty 
years to become the property of the City of 
Chicago, is the project. The money is to be 
raised by the sale of fifty-year’5 per cent 
bonds, and it is expected the earnings during 
fifty years wid retire the bonds ave 
the pro tres ot indebtedness. Each of 
the park systems and the small parks which 
shall be established. by the city are to re- 
ceive a proportion of the annual earnings. . 

The directors were enthusiastic over the 
plans when thé opinions of several attorneys, 
among them General John C. Black, were 
read, saying the legal obstacles to a bufiding 
in the Lake-Front Park could be overcome. 
The plan is to build the palace on made land 
in the basin. It will be on an island, so that 
there will be no abutting property-owners. 


Association’s Plan in Detail. 


The plan of the association as adopted is 
in brief as follows: 

A building is to be erected that shall meet 
the requirements of the city for half a cen- 
tury, and serve as a temple in which an an- 
nual exposition of industries may be held. 
It will accommodate meetings of 500 to 
20,000 people, and will contain rooms to rent 
to societies. 

The lake front basin is chosen as the only 
suitable location, the assoctation believing 
the plan to occupy made land and to con- 
struct on it an institution devoted entirely 
to the public good will meet the approval of 
the General Assembly and the Governor of 
the State. 

The cost of piling and filling the site and 
the construction and furnishing of the build- 
ing is placed at $2,000,000. This sum is to be 
raised by issuing fifty-year 5 per cent gold 
bonds. OY 

After the payment of the cost of operation 
and maintenance 5 per cent is to be deducted 
for the payment of the interest en the bonds 
and 2 per cent for a sinking fund. 

These payments having been made, a sum 
not exceeding $25,000 a year is to be set aside 
until $150,000 has accumulated, this fund to 


be invested in convertible securities for the 


purpose of insuring the payment of interest. 
Division of the Income. | 
The remaining net income is to be divided 
as follows: Fifteen per cent for cohtingen- 
cies and emergencies, 15 per cent to the 
South Park system, 15 per cent to the West 
Park system. 18 per cent to Lincoln Park. 
20 per cent toward beautifying and main- 
taining the Lake-Front Park between the 
Illinois Central railroad and Michigan ave- 
nue, and 20 per cent to the City, of Chicago 
in trust for the establishment and. main- 
.tenance of small parks for the people. 
At the expiration of fifty years the Pal- 
ace of Industries and all its properties is to 
become the property of the City of Chicago 
in trust for the people, free of all incum- 
brance. Any money on hand after paying

President Gompers and Vice

MAY END GRANITE STRIKE. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ]! 

Denver, Colo., July 19.—[Special.}—Presi- 
dent Samuel Gompers and Vice Presidente 
James Duncan and Thomas I. Kidd of the 
American Federation of Labor were ap- 
pointed today to go to Chicago and use their 
efforts toward effecting a settlement of the 
trouble between the Building Contractors’ 
eouncil and the Building Trades council. 

The date of the arrival of the committee in 
Chicago depends upon the progress made by 
President Gompers and Vice President 
James O'Connell in adjusting the troubies of 
the street car men in St. Louis, these two 
officials having been appointed today to go to 
that city immediately after the adjournment 
of the Executive council in session here. 

The appointment of the Chicago commit- 
tee, notwithstanding the refusal! of the Build- 
ing Contractors’ council to the media- 
tion of the American Federation of Labor, 
was dec upon without any agreement as 
to a plan of negotiation. It is said that cer- 
tain prominent members of the Building 
Contractors“ council who are anxious for a 
settlement requested the appointment of a 
committee after the refusal of their organi- 
nation to accept the offer of the Executive 
council to act as a peacemaker. 

Against Financial Aid. 

The majority of the Executive council, 
while kindly disposed toward the Building 
Trades council, is not in favor of extending 
financial aid to the unions affected by the 
lockout. This was revealed today during a 
discussion of the proposition to levy an 
assessment for the benefit of the Building 
Trades council. 

The belief prevailed that proper efforts 
would bring about a settlement of the 
trouble, notwithstanding the failure of the 
joint conference between the Building 
Trades committee and the Executive council 
of the contractors’ organization... 


„ will go to Chicago without any 


definite plan of action,” said President Goth- 
pers. The Building Trades council has ac- 
cepted the offer of our good offices, and it 18 
possible that the contractors may yet see 
fit to change their attitude on the question 
of a settlement. If they refuse to consider 
any proposition whatever it will be evi- 
dence enough in my opinion that they are 
aiming at the disruption of the unions as 
much as the dissolution of the Building 


Trades council.” 
Hears Guaranty Proposition. 


The Executive council gave considerable 
time today to the labor trouble of Chicago. 
Aside from the discussion which resulted in 
the appointement of the special committee, 
the council listened to a proposition from two 
representatives of the Labor Contract and 
Guaranty association of Chicago, an organi- 
zation of recent formation, the general ob- 
ject of which is to establish more harmonious 
relations between employers and employés. 
Edwin D. Chadic and W. R. Trasher ex- 
plained the workings of the association to 
the council and were given to understand 
that their proposition would be acted upon 
tomorrow. 

„We were given to understand by the two 
men,” said President Gompers, “that they 
represented a company of wealthy men in 
Chicago, which had been organized for the 
purpose of establishing more harmonious 
relations between the employers’ associa- 
tions and the trades unions. I am not at 
liberty to give the details of their proposi- 
tion further than to say that it is based on 
the mutual advantages to be gained through 
recognition of the workers organizations. 

Mr. Chadic was equally reticent concerning 
the proposition he had submitted and the 
people who compose the Labor Contract and 
Guaranty association. 

Want Federation’s Indorsement. 

“We are merely asking the indorsement 
of our proposition by the American Federa- 
tion of Labor,” said Mr. Chadic. If the 
council approves the proposition we will be 
glad to give it publicity. 1 can only say 
that it applies especially to Chicago and is 
designed to prevent 4 recurrence of trouble 
similar to that prevailing there now.“ 

The dispute between the International Ma- 
chinists’ union and the International Typo- 


linotype machine helpers was referred by 
the council to a committee of three, which 
will meet in conference on or before the 
second Monday in October with committees 
from the machinists’ and printers’ unions 
and make a. final decision of the question. 
An application from the International Asso- 
ciation of Machinists asking that a boycott 
be declared against the Western Electric 
company of Chicago was referred to Presi- 
dent Gompers for investigation. 


May Settle Postoffice Strike. 
vice President Duncan, who is also secre- 
tary of the International Granite Cutters’ 
union, received a telegram today from John 
Peirce, general contractor for the new fed- 
eral building in Chicago, which led him to 
believe that a settlement would be arrived at 


soon. 


When told of the action of the Executive 
council of the federation last night W. F. 
Behel, chairman of the Executive commit- 
tee of the Building Contractors’ council, 
said that he was not at liberty to discuss 
the reception the contractors might give the 
three men. 

The Labor Contract and Guaranty associ- 
ation is not known widely among the con- 
tractors, and none could be found last night 
who recalled the association or either Mr. 
Chadic or Mr. Thrasher, its representatives. 

Chicago labor leaders expressed them- 
selves as pleased with the action of the 
federation in Denver. While it was not 
anticipated that the committee would be ap- 
pointed and it was that an assessment would 
be levied, the labor leaders declare they are 
content.

PLAN A MODUS VIVENDI. 


PROPOSED BASIS FOR JOINT AC- 
TION IN CHINA. 


United States Asked to Join the Eu- 
ropean Powers and Japan in Re- 
storing Order in Far East, Leaving 
All Questions as to Indemnity to the 
Future—P lan Practically the Same 
Outlined) by President 
on July | 
— ; 

Washington, D. C., July 19.—[Special. 1— 
An informal draft of an agreement for a 
modus vivendi between all the powers over 
the Chinese ¢risis has been presented to all 
the nations, including the United States. 

By the te of the modus vivendi, which 
was first suggested by M. Del- 
casse, the French Minister of Foreign At- 
fairs, it is proposed that the European na- 
tions and J come to an agreement to 
the effect that all questions relating to the 
partition of China and the distribution of the 
indemnity shall be held in abeyance until 
the present military operations are over. 

In this way, while they are relieved from 
the necessity of pledging themselves not to 
take a slice of China at any time, the Ru- 
ropean nations and Japan do agree that the 
“status quo! ante shall be maintained as 
to territory, or, to translate the diplomatic 
language, each nation's claim to the terri- 
tory of China is not increased nor diminished 
by the present military operations. 

It is not necessary for the United States 
to enter into such an agreement, as it has 
already declared publicly, in the President's 
note of July 8, that this country hag no in- 
tention of taking a slice of China. 


President McKinley Assents. 

President McKinley has, it is asserted, 

given his t to the genera) conditions 
of the modus vivendi, which include an 
actual concert of action between the dif- 
ferent nations and the consent of all the 
powers to the immediate employment of a 
largely preponderating force of Japanese 
troops, the payment for this unusual service 
to become a debt of honor on the part of all 
other nations and not at all a personal claim 
of Japan against China. 
It is believed the general plan for a final 
settlement includes @ pooling of all the 
claims against China, and then the estab- 
lishment of à sort of an international clear- 
ing-house to distribute the awards. 

It is, of course, recognized that Japan’s ex- 
pense bill will necessarily be a large one; 
but even then Japan will be able to do the 
work cheaper than the powers can do it 
themselves. | 


Follows American Policy. 

President McKinley, according te the lat- 
est information, was inclined to stand wholly 
on his declaration of July 3, which com- 
mitted this country against the partition of 
China. He has hoped that the other nations 
would make a similar declaration of policy 
and thus joint operations could proceed o 
an absolutely disinterested basis. . 

Even Russia was found to be willing to 
disavow any intention of grabbing territory, 
but, like most of the other European nations, 
would not enter into a treaty obligation to 
preserve the integrity of China. They 
would not haye done that before the mas- 
sacre of the foreign representatives in Pekin, 
and, of course, could not do 0 now. 

President McKinley, on the other hand, 
followed the traditional policy of this coun- 
try and declined to enter into an entangling 
alliance, which in the end might be so used 
as to force this country to consent to the 
partition of China, or even to take a slice 
itself. 

Received in Rome. 

ROME, July 19.—The government has re- 
ceived a circular from M. Delcasse, the 
French Minister of Foreign Affairs, which, it 
is understood, has been dispatched to all the 
powers, proposing an international agree- 
ment for joint action in China and the future 
attitude of the powers. The matter ts still 
under consideration here. 

Lord Salisbury, the British Premier and 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, it is under- 
stood, has already replied in a friendly spirit. 
The replies of the United States and Russig

ties do not consider the advices from any 
source in China since June 19 as of any value. 
There has been nothing definite in weeks, 

and such information as has come has cre- 
ated alternate hope and depression. Army 
officers are of the opinion that a great deal 
will depend upon the nature of the frst 
authentic news received from Pekin, al- 
though the hopeless character of that in- 
formation is generally appreciated. 

The principal defect likely to be developed 
should there be protracted military opera- 
tions in China will be in the means ot trans- 
pertation. The lack of transports in the Pa- 
eile has already seriously hampered our 
officers, and there is a proposition to press 
into service the ships of the navy now in 
ordinary and in reserve for use as troop 
and supply transports. All of the naval ves- 
eelg are in prime condition. 

New Artillery. 
The purchase by the Ordnance office of two 
batteries of 1-pounders of the Vickersc type 
ends a protracted fight for those guns. Some 
months ago General Miles recommended 
that the government buy ten batteries of 
the Vickers one-pounder guns. They would 
be of great practical use in the Philippines, 
and later, it appeared, they would serve an 
| admirable pu purpose in China. The British 
have been using them in south Africa, and a 
few of the guns tried in the Philippines by 
Captain Van Dusen, an artillery officer, gave 
great satisfaction to that expert. It is 
largely due to his favorable repprt upon the 
guns that the department now buys two more 
batteries. The purchase is too late, prob- 
ably, to be of much value in the present 
emergency, since the guns cannot be deliv- 
ered before September. The guns are light 
in weight, admitting of easy transportation. 
Dach gun fires 250 shots a minute. 

Army Contractors in Evidence. — 

The army Quartermasters are preparing 
additional schedules of supplies to replace 
those withdrawn from the depots at Phila- 
delphia and 4 Francisco. The Quarter- 
master General is deluged with offers from 
contractors who desire to sell their product 
to the government. Some of the firms send 
Congressmen to the War department to urge 
the purchase of material. 

Most of the supplies will be bought under 
contract, made after the regular advertise- 
ment for bids. The government has had in 
stock enough material in many instanees to 
supply the heavier clothing and extra arti- 
cles required by the service of troops in 
China, but it developed today that were it 
necessary to place volunteer troops in the 
field there would be a repetition of the scram- 
ble which existed during the war with Spain, 
when the government was forced to buy all 
sorts of material at all sorts of prices.

W. W. Rockhill, director of the Bureau of 
American Republics, was today appointed 
special commissioner to go to China and re- 
port upon the situation there. 

In appointing William W. Rockhill to 
represent this country in China the President 
has not only shown his readiness to disre- 
gard party affiliations but at the same

has selected the man who of all o 
likely to understand the hidden ca of 
the disturbances in China. Mr. Rockhill has 
had ample diplomatic experience to fit him 
for the delicate position which he will now 
occupy. He was secretary of legation in 
China and also in Corea, and as chief clerk 
of the State department under Secretary 
Gresham received a practical training in 
| all the mysteries of diplomatic life. 

Later he became Third Assistant Secretary 
of State and went through all the trying 
work incident to the Venezuela negotia- 
tiens, and later on took a prominent part in 
the negotiations of Spain regarding Cuba. 

Mr. Rockhill was a steadfast follower of 
President Cleveland, and naturally became a 
Gold ‘Democrat. When John Sherman was 
put into the State department Mr. Rockhill 
proved invaluable to the administration and 
was appointed Minister to Greece as a spe- 
celal recognition of his services. Later on 
Mr. Rockhill was recalled and put in charge 
of the Bureau of American Republics, which 
| he gives up to go to China. 


i Rockhill an Orientalist. 

The particular value of Mr. Rockhill at the 
present crisis lies in the fact that he has 
Special persenal knewledge of the Orient. 
He was the first white man to make any ex- 
tensive exploration of Thibet. Mr. Rock- 
hill went Into that country at a time when 
it was practically closed to the outside world, 
lived with the people, adopted the native 
dress, and learned not only but 
dialects. His book on Thibet is an authori- 
ty the world over. Besides that, Mr. Rock- 
hill ig an accomplished Orientalist, and ever 
since he was in China as secretary of lega- 
tion he has kept up his studies of the char- 
acter of the people and their institutions. 
As soon as the danger to Minister Conger 
became apparent Mr. Rockhill was called 
into consultation by Secretary Hay, and has 
been of immense service. He goes to China 
as 4 sort of special agent of the adininistra- 
tion, but he will have large diplomatic 
powers.

No exact time can be fixed for this with- 
drawal, but the opinion today was that it 
might be accomplished by the United States 
within eight months.

ALEXANDER PAM DIES 
‘SUDDENLY AT RAILROAD 
‘STATION ON WAY HOME. 


Father of Max and Hugo Pam, Attor- 
neys, and Himself a Retired Whole- 
sale Merchant, Falls at Illinois Cen- 
tral Turnstile and Expires. . . 


Alexander Pam, 4547 Oakenwald avenue, 
who for many years was a leading whole- 
sale millinery dealer in Chicago and father 
of Hugo Pam and Max Pam, attorneys of 
this city, died suddenly of heart failure last 
night at the Randolph street station of the 
Illinois Central railroad while he was on 
his way through the turnstile to take a 
train for home after attending a lodge meet- 
ing.

FRANK GILBERT GUESSES 
1,101,263 TEN YEARS AGO, 
GEORGE SAYS NOTHING NOW. 


Last of the Folios for Chicago’s Popula- 
tion in 1900 Are on the Way by Reg- 


istered Mail to Washington—Super- 
visor Is Satisfied with the Count. 


Thank goodness!” exclaimed Supervisor 
of the Census Gilbert, fervently. Then he 
adjusted his glasses to get the focus. 

Gentlemen,“ he said, the population of 
Chicago is 1,101,263.” 

But just here it is only fair to the reader 
to say that the three paragraphs above were 
taken from Tug Trisune of July 17, 1890; 
that the Supervisor Gilbert was Frank Gil- 
bert, and not George F. Gilbert, and that 
the figures then quoted were nearly 2,000 
above the final count at Washington. | 

For ten years ago today not all the returns 
from the census district had left the city, 
just as not all the returns now have gone in. 
But Frank Gilbert was a great deal more 
liberal guesser than is George F. Gilbert, whe 
hasn’t made a guess since he was appointed 
supervisor of the district. On June 29, 1890, 
Frank Gilbert had made a guess, giving 
Chicago 1,085,000, as against the directory’s 
1,312,000. On the same day he had 436 books 
in the office and 106 outstanding. 

In the census of 1800, the Counties of Lake, 
Du Page, and Cook were in the supervisor's 
district and only 607 enumerators were al- 
lowed for the work. Just as now, it was 
charged that hundreds of citizens had been 
missed in the count. | 

According to the schedule of Supervisor 
George F. Gilbert of the Census bureau, the 
last of the folios for Chicago in 1900 were 
checked up yesterday and went out by reg- 
istered mail for Washington last night. 

In Chicago are a few cabbage gardens 
and truck gardens that had to be listed as 
farms,” said Mr. Gilbert. “ The work of 
checking these up is slow, but by Saturday 
night we hope to have the Jast returns from 
Cook County on the way to the capital. 

I am aware of the criticism that is made 
of the work here, but it does not trouble me. 
I have done the best I could and I think my 
enumerators. did so, too. The government 
has its own methods of paying enumerators, 
and neither I, nor they, can change them.

ADVANCE IN PRICE OF 
BEER CLOSING DOORS | 
of SMALL SALOONS. 


Their Trade Is in the Malt Liquor by 
Can and Pitcher and at Present 
Wholesale Rates Profits Are Turned 


Into Losses—City Loses $1,000,000. 


The smaller saloons of the city are prepar- 
ing to close their doors. The city officials 
estimate that one-third of the present total 
of 5,700 saloons will be closed between now 
and Oct. 1. This will mean a loss in revenue 
to the city of over $1,000,000. 

The saloonkeepers assert that the rise in 
the price of beer will compel many of them 
to retire from business. On June 21 the 
price was raised to $6 a barrel, and the 
small retailers can no longer figure suffl- 


client profit on the beverage that is the PF 


principal part of their trade. They assert 
a loss of from 40 cents to 50 cents a barrel. 
These small saloons are in the factory dis- 
tricts of the city, the stock and freight 
yards, and the packing-house district. They 
sell principally by the measure, and their 
customers demand the same amount of beer 
that they have been accustomed to receive. 
If not satisfied they change their supply 
place; or, as one saloonkeeper explained, 
“go back to water or coffee.“ 

From the statements of a number of these 
retailers it appears that a few of them who 
are fortunate enough to own their building 
are in a position to contract with the brew- 
ing companies by the year at a lower rate. 
These are now reaping a harvest from the 
dissatisfied customers of their less fortun- 
ate colleagues. Nor are the higher-grade 
saloons seriously affected. But the owner 
of the small saloon is looking for a buyer for 
his plant and for a job. 

The brewers declare that they cannot sell 
beer at a profit at less than $6 a barrel. It 
seems to be the customer, who is at fault. 
He expects so much beer for his money. 
The retailer has to stand the loss. The war 
tax on beer came out of the retailer’s pocket, 
as does this second increase in price within 
a little over two years. As a natural con- 
sequence 2,000 saloons in Chicago that were 
selling from four to ten barrels of beer a 
day are how selling but two or three, and 
are not anxious to sell even that. And, as 
a further consequence, there will be fewer 
saloons in Chicago next winter than there 
have been in many years. :

As 
soon as those near her had recovered from 
the shock they went to her assistance and 


her hat to her clothing. Her face and neck 
and breast were seared with black lines. 

Miss Dora Bower, it is thought, is also 
fatally injured. 

A young man named George Booker was 
among those most seriously affected, but he 
was taken away immediately to his home in 
the country and cannot be heard from. 


Seemed Like Ball of Fire.

Ob- 

servations were made by overseers of for- 

esting stations ecattered over an area of 

00,000 acres in the district of Lippe. The 

forests comprised 70 per cent of beech trees, 

18 per cent of pines, 11 per cent of oaks, and 

per cent of firs. Of 275 trees struck by 

lightning 68 per cent were oak, 21 per cent 

fir, & per cent beech, and 7 per cent pine. 

These figures show the extreme susceptibil- 

ity of the oak to lightning stroke, and the 

large and disproportionate percentage of its 

Attack upon the fir. The beech appears to 


de almost immune from lightning stroke. 


While 70 per cent of the forest trees were 
‘beeches, they recetved only 8 per cent of the 


strokes, or about oné-ninth of their propor- 


tonate share. It has often been asserted 
in England that the beech was never struck 
"by lightning. While the German observa- 
tions disprove this broad assertion, they

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HEADQUARTERS IN CHICAGO. 
Senator Hanna, as chairman of the Re- 
publican National committee, accepts with 
pleasure Senator Jones’ proposition that 
the middle West shall be the battle 
ground of the approaching campaign and 
has made arrangements on an extensive 
scale for headquarters in this city. There 
will be headquarters in New York also. 
There are a few States down Bast which 
McKinley carried in 1896 which the Demo- 
crats say they are going to carry this year 
—Maryland and Delaware, for instance— 
which will have to be looked after closely. 
It will be necessary also to keep a watch- 
ful eye on the State of New York.

THE RIGHT KIND OF “MILITARISM.” 
‘Nothing shows more strikingly the ad- 
vance which this country has made since 
it became a world power and the in- 
fluences of expansion have begun to operate 
than the ease, celerity, and smoothness with 
which the War and Navy departments 
have moved troops and vessels to the scene 
of trouble in China, although we are not 
yet at war with that empire, as compared 
with the dilatory and unsatisfactory move- 
ments which characterised the preliminaries 
of the war with Spain, first, in the dispatch 
of forces to Cuba and Porto Rico and sub- 
sequently to the Philippines. | 
Of course, it is to be taken into account 
that when the war with Spain broke out 
the government was in a state of unreadi- 
ness consequent upon more than thirty 
years of peace, during which it was not 
contemplated that we should be involved · 
in war with any foreign power, and that 
Admiral Dewey’s memorable victory in the 
remote Philippines found us unprepared 
for operations so many thousand miles 
from home. That war, however, has been 
a liberal education, and the government 
has learned its lessons well, how well is 
demonstrated by its promptness in par- 
ticipating in the effort to put down the 
Chinese outbreak and protect its inter- 
ests. The deficiencies in the War and 
Naval departments have been supplied. 
The bureaus have been cleared of red tape 
and useless officials have been weeded out. 
The Commissary department, most im- 
portant of all, fot, as Napoleon said, “ an 
army travels on its belly,“ has been placed 
in competent hands, and there is now no 
danger of Eagan scandals. The insubordina- 
tion and disrespect of discipline growing 
out of the former loose management have 
been suppressed. The War department is 
efficiently conducted and the people have 
confidence that the President and Secre- 
taries of War and Navy are prepared to 
meet any situation which may present it- 
self in a manner consonant with the honor 
of the country and the success of its arms. 
The object lesson of Cuba and the Philip- 
pines has been heeded, and the government 
has shrown in the ease with which it is dis- 
patching soldiers and supplies to China 
that it can act with a promptness and 
thoroughness which would have been im- 
possible two years ago. The United States 
stands ready to do its part in the great 
concert of nations towards maintaining the 
national honor and protecting its interests, 
uninfluenced by any consideration of terri- 
torial greed, or the Bryanite taunts of 
“ militarism.” 


In an address before the 
Interstate Cotton Seed The Cotton 
Crushers’ association Louis Seed 
K. Bell gave details of the Industry. 
remarkable development of | 
the industry which during a generation has 
arisen from nothing to its present propor- 
tions. For a long time the cotton seed was 
waste and an annoyance to the farmer. 
Now it supplies the greater part of the profit 
from his ¢otton crop. In 1870 4 per cent of 
the seed was used and 3,000,000 gallons of 
oll produced. In 1890 25 per cent, or 40,000,- 
000 gallons; ahd in 1800 94,155,000 gallons, or 
43 per cent of the seed. It is estimated that 
35 per cent of the seed is needed for sowing, 
and most of the rest is unavoidable waste, 
thus little of the available cotton seed falls 
to be utilized. It is surprising to note that 
the majority of the cotton seed oil is export- 
ed, the amount being over 50,000,000 gallons, 
valued at $12,077,579. The chief markets are 
England, France, the Netherlands, and 
Italy. It is said that a good proportion of

A NEW “TRUST” REMEDY. 

There is in the last number of the Political 
Science Quarterly an article by Professor 
J. B. Clark concerning “ trusts,” of which 
he says this country is “ the especial home.” 
The professor has little or no faith in the 
remedies for the evils of monopolistic com- 
binations which others have suggested, 
and therefore proposes one of his own, which 
is in itself unobjectionable, but which will 
not go far enough to please the unrelenting 
and thorough-going opponents of modern 
industrial combinations. | 7 
The professor begins by assuming that for 
the last decade or two the consumers have 
been protected against really monopollstie 
extortions by “ potential competition.” In 
the past, where a trust has charged too 
much for its products, and has thus made 
tempting profits, new mills have been built 
and competition has pulled prices down. 
These facts, says Professor Clark, have 
served as object lessons for the managers 
of “trusts,” and, while they have to some 
extent put up prices, “they have largely 
kept them below the level at which new 
competitors would be called into the field.” 
‘Having so high an opinion of the value 
of “ potential competition,” Professor Clark 
wishes to make it more effective than it is 
now by insuring the independent producer 
a fair field, allowing the trust to crush 
him if he cannot produce goods so cheaply 
as it can, but protecting that independent 
producer against the different kinds of un- 
fair dealing which have been resorted to 


to be competitors. A “trust” may resort 
to local discrimination in prices—undersell- 
ing small competitor in his limited terri- 
tory. It may reduce below cost the price 
of the one type of goods made by that com- 
petitor, while keeping the prices of all other 


that the merchants who buy its goods shall 
boycott all independent producers—shall 
sign so-called “ factors’ agreements.” 
Professor Clark would forbid by statute 
the boycotting of a customer by a “ trust.” 
That would be merely reasserting an estab- 
lished legal principle. He would put all 
purchasers under the protection of what in 
diplomacy is the “most favored nation 
clause "—giving to every purchaser the 
benefit of the lowest prices anywhere of- 
fered. Then, if a “trust” put its prices 
below cost in one State to crush a com- 
petitor there, it would have to put them 
below cost everywhere, which would mean 
ruin. “ Make the independent competitor 
safe,” says Professor Clark, “ and let prices 
be gauged by the cost of the goods that are 
made in his well-equipped establishment.” 
It will be admitted that if that could be 
done consumers would not. have so much 
cause to complain of “ trusts” as they do 
now, when the prices of many commodi- 
ties are “sustained by an unfaltering 
trust at an exorbitant figure. But some 
persons will think Professor Clark’s rem- 
edy goes too far and others that it does not

THROUGH ROUTES VS. LOOPS. — 

Car limes should be as continuous as 
streets—and they are becoming so. 

The first of these brief propositions was 
discussed by the special Street Railway com- 
mittee on Wednesday, the last was not 
considered. The two together, however, go 
far toward summing up the new concep- 
tion on the one hand and the new develop- 
ment on the other of street railway organi- 
zation in American cities during the last 
twelve years. Yet it is almost inevitable 
that the significance of these propositions 
should not be fully realized by the Chica- 
goan, since his own city, from which his 
ideas on the subject have, of course, been 
chiefly drawn, presents in this respect the 
one conspicuous case of arrested develop- 
ment. | 

A study of street railway history in typ- 
ical American cities for the last dozen years 
| shows that history to have been character- 
ized by four facts—namely: (1) Consolida- 
tion of management, (2) substitution of elec- 
tricity for other forms of power, (3) a more 
or less close approximation to universal 
| transfers, and (4) the substitution of con- 
tinuous for fragmentary routes. Further- 
more, Chicago in all four of these respects 
exhibits a belated situation, and especially in 
the last. 

Consolidation took place in Boston (ex- 
cepting a fractional mileage) a dozen years 
ago. Half as long ago it was effected in 

Philadelphia, a little later in Buffalo,’ De- 
troit, and Cincinnati, within the last two 
years it has been realized in Brooklyn, New 
York, Baltimore, and (with a slight excep- 
tion) St. Louls. But Chicago, although the 
North and West Side surface lines have 
been combined within the last year, still 
lacks comprehensive unification in manage- 
ment. 

The local situation is equally belated as 
regards electrification. Baltimore and 
Washington have, within the last four 
years, converted their cables lines to elec- 
tricity—the latter using the underground 
conduit system—and New York is planning 
to follow the example of Washington re- 
specting its cable lines. Chicago, however, 
continues to use cable traction for its prin- 
cipal lines of traffic. E 

Universal transfers prevail in Detroit 

for a nickel fare, as they practically do in 
New York, Brooklyn, Buffalo, Cincinnati, 
‘and approximately in Boston and St. Louis, 
not to mention other lesser towns. Chi- 
cago, on the other hand, while it approxi- 
mates universal transfer privileges in one 
of its three divisions, comes far short of 
these privileges in the other two, and chiefly 
lacks these ag between the three divisions 
themselves. . 
The contrast between conditions here and 
elsewhere, however, in respect to the sub- 
stitution of continuous for broken routes 
is more striking and more significant than 
in respect to either of the other three points. 
While, apart from electrification, this sub- 
stitution haus been the typical and cherac- 
teristic feature in the reorganization of the 
service in these other cities, it can hardly 
be said that a first step in this direction has 
been taken in Chicago. 

When consolidation was effected in Bos- 
ton in 1887, under Mr. H. M. Whitney, al- 
most all routes touching the down-town 
district terminated there, by switching 
back, and in the effort to push the lines as 
far as possible into that district it had be 
come seriously incumbered by these ter- 
minals and the incidental switching back. 
To relieve this congestion, therefore, op- 
posite lines were simply led together in the 
heart of the city and connected into comtinu- 
gus routes, whereby the terminale were 
simply done away with, while the possible 
ride of the passenger without change was 
atthe same timelengthened.  - 

One of the simplest and most brilliant ex- 
amples of the application of this same prin- 
ciple was afforded by Detroit some years 
ago, when the main routes, which had previ- 
ously been operated as radii along the five 
spoke streets which—like North Clark 
street, Milwaukee avenue, Madison street,

from. one end of the island to 
the other, with transverse routes to which 
transfers are given. In thie city, however, 
not a solitary instance of such metropolitan 
routes is to be found. 

It a Chicagoan could detach himself from 
the incident to his experi- 
ence of the prevailing arrangement, and 
imagine that, instead of sweeping continu- 
ously through the down-town district as 
now, the streets themselves of the inner 
city were arranged on a plan of down-town 
terminals—of whatever sort—he would per- 
haps perceive at a flash the essential arti- 
ficiality and absurdity of arranging car 
routes—which are merely one form of loco- 
motion or carriage—on a plan of such ter- 
minals, whether of the switchback or the 
loop order. The actual arrangement of such 
routes and the proper balancing of traffic 
are of course matters for the skillful mana- 
ger, but a study of the possibilities in this 
direction only flluminates still further the 
advantages which might be realized. 

Let it not be forgotten that, so far as 
possible, car routes should be as continuous 
as streets, and that, outside of Chicago, they 
are fast becoming 80.

HAMMOCK LITERATURE. 
Perhaps the best way to learn what the 
world is reading in these days would be 
to go the round of the summer resorts 
and examine the titles of books that lie 
open upon porch chairs or in vacated ham- 
mocks and on deserted benches. The 
literary tourist of old was wont to put 
a copy of “ Pickwick” in his portmanteau, 
a Thackeray novel in his hair trunk, and, 
perhaps, an Adam Bede” under his arm. 
And for the poetically inclined there was 
always a volume of “ Lucile” to be read in 
the woods to a small but appreciative 
audience, But in these times trunks are 


| for the most part innocent of anything so 


weighty as a novel by Thackeray orDickens, 
and the woods are not so full of “ Laciles ” 
as they were wont to be. 

Yet summer readers, those who like to 
take their literature in a leisurely fashion 
with perhaps a lemonade or a promenade 
introduced between the lines, are frequent~ 
ly the most fastidious of critics and most 
strenuous in their avoidance of the sen- 
sational novel. And for these there are 
books that are light and at the same time 
literary. Could one find more delightful 


reading for odd quarters of hours than 


Stevenson’s recently published letters? And 
for wooers in the woods could there be 
a more inspiring and sympathetic volume 
than the Browning Love Letters? Perhaps 
the seeker of literary statistics would find 
hammocks and porches yielding as rich a 
return of the above mentioned volumes as 
of the sword and cloak romances which are 
said to be the favorite books vf the hour. 


THE DRESSING OF BOOKS. 

It is to be hoped that the fact that 
Governor Roosevelt has an ayersion for 
red books will not lead to a general ban- 
‘ishing of luridness from libraries. Red is 
a color that, for decorative purposes, has 
lately come into great favor, and the red 
room is quite as popular as the blue room 
or green room. And people who own red 
rooms like to preserve the harmony by hav- 
ing a few red books lying around and, of 
course, the contents of these may be of 
the most sober hues. 

Yet, just as there are some colors that 
suit some people, so there are covers which 
seem appropriate for certain authors. One 
would not care to have Emerson done in 
red and gold or Matthew Arnold appear- 
ing in yellow. Spencer’s philosophy pre- 
sented in pink would seem unfittingly robed 
and Walt Whitman in white would be 
equally out of place. On the other hand, 
it seems fitting that the poems of that 
nunlike figure, Emily Dickenson, should 
always be clothed in gray, and that one 
who loved greenness, as did Thoreau, 
should have that color about his books. 
This law of the eternal fitness of things 
is one that Is carefully observed by the art - 
ful bookbinder. 


THE REFORM PARTY IN CHINA, 

Mr. John Foord, Secretary of the 
Asiatic association, contributes to the cur- 
rent number of the Independent an im- 
portant article on “ The Party of Reform 
in China,” which is significant in its bear- 
ings upon the final settlement of the pres- 
ent conditions of anarchy in that great 
empire. He believes that a reformed and 
progressive government is possible in China 
if the powers take cognizance of the re- 
form party in settling the details of that 
government. 

Mr. Foord traces in an interesting man- 
ner the growth of the liberal or reform 
party under the auspices of the present 
Emperor, who ceased to rule last January 
owing to the machinations of the Empress 
Dowaget and the Manchu Mandarinate, 
which she represents. In 1805 there were 
in China Proper only half a dozen news- 
papers. By 1808 there were seventy news- 
papers and periodicals devoted to the en- 
lightenment and reform of China. Early 
in 1898, at his first conference with that 
board of fossils known as the Tsung-li- 
Yamen, Kang, the apostle of reform, rep- 
resenting the Emperor, suggested a proper- 
ly constructed judicial system, the construc- 
tion of railways, the creation of a navy, 
the revision of the educational system, the 
establishment of legislative councils, the 
introduction of sanitary reforms, the build- 
ing of a university, the encouragement of 
art, science, and agriculture, the abolition 
of the absurd literary examinations in the 
civil service, the selection of young men 
imbued with Western ideas to assist in the 
regeneration of China, and numerous other 
reforms of a healthy and far-reaching char- 
acter. The Emperor adopted the sugges- 
tions with enthusiasm and began issuing 
edicts to put them in force, 

What was the result? Within a week 
from the time these edicts were issued the 
Empress Dowager seized the reigns of 
power. Kang fled for his life, but six of 
his relatives were decapitated. The or- 
gans of the reform party were confiscated 


and those known to bein sympathy with the 


movement were proscribed or banished. The 
Emperor was sent to an island prison. The 
crafty Empress had so inflamed the con- 
servatives against foreigners that a reign 
of terror began and “the wind was sown 
of which foreigners have just been reaping 
the harvest in the whirlwind.” Mr. Foord, 
however, does not believe that the cause of 
reform is dead. “It is more manifestly 
true than it was tu 1898 that the oldest

When the day of final settlement comes, if 
the Western powers are not solely actuated 
by the feeling of blind revenge for atrocities 
committed, or by ineatiate greed for ter- 
ritory, they will do wisely to take the reform 
party of China into account. A national 
government must be established. The 
present dynasty must be uprooted and its 
leaders sent into banishment. The capital 
must be occupied and a new governing 
machine set up in the place of the Ming 
barbarism. When that time comes it will 
be the part of wisdom to make use of this 
reform party under proper supervision.

THREE TO FOUR PER CENT. 


Probably Means More Exports of Gold 
from This Country to Europe—IiInter- 
national Packing Debenture Bonds 
Aeduired for Treasury of Company— 
Illinois Central Report for Fiscal 
Year Shaws a Large Surplus—Activ- 
ity on Local Exchange. 


The discount rate of the Bank of Bug- 
land was advanced yesterday from 3 to 4 
per cent. This probably means that the 
‘gold export movement from this country 

‘to Burope, which started yesterday with 
the shipment of $2,000,000, will reach large 
proportions. The margin between rates in 

London and in this country is such that 
further exports are likely. Foreign ex- 
change was firmer, and there is some talk 
of shipments on Saturday. The increase in 
the Bank of England's rate of a full 1 per 
cent was greater than had been expected, 
not more than one-half of 1 per cent hav- 
ing been looked for generally. The open 
market rate in London, however, has been 
growing firmer and became higher than the 
bank rate. Yesterday it was at 3%, a shade 
below the official figure. Paris and Berlin 
have been obtaining gold from England, and 
measures taken to protect the supply have 
not availed; and the bank desires to attract 
gold from New York. 

As a result of the advance by the Bank 
of England the money market in New York 
Was firmer.

WARNED LEADERS 
Witness Culton Says Defend- 
ant Cautioned Mountain 
Uuen to Be Silent. 


IN FEAR OF INDICTMENT. 


| Declares That Accused Begged 
Him Not to Testify in the

ADVISED BY HIS FATHER. 


Ky., July. 19.—[Special.]— 
“William H. Culton was on the stand for 
‘Seven hours today testifying against Caleb 
Powers in the Goebel murder case. While 
the testimony was not so sensational as that 
of yesterday, there were one or two dam- 
aging statements against the accused. Cul- 
ton admitted under the pressure of cross- 
examination that he had not told the truth 
when ‘he told Colonel Campbell after his 
testimony the preliminary trial that he 
had told all he knew. In fact, the common- 
wealth has believed from the outset that 
Ne was deeper in the alleged conspiracy than 
he cared to tell, and largely for that reason 
immunity has been denied him. 
There was a long argument between the 
attorneys before. Culton was permitted to 
roceed this. morning, and Judge Cantrill 
finally ruled that he could not teil of a con- 
Yersation with Youtsey after Goebel was 
shot, but before he had died. The common- 
wealth attempted to hold that the conspir- 
acy was not complete until Goebel died. The 
defense's victory on this point is regarded 
as a strong one, since Powers, as well as the 
others are indicted as accessories before the 
act. However, evidence as to what Powers 
Said was declared admissible. 


Cautioned by Powers. 


One of the most damaging statements 
made by Culton in regard to the conspiracy 
charge was when he said that at the con- 
ference when Powers was dealing out the 
money to the mountain captains, Powers 
cautioned. them to say nothing of the plans, 
as they would all be indicted for conspiracy 

- $f it ever got out. The witness sald: 
is a serious matter,’ Powers said, 
“and if any trouble follows or anybody is 
killed,.and any of this gets out, we will all 
be indicted for conspiracy.’ ”’ 
“What did Powers say about transporta- 
ton?” Culton was asked. 
He said if we couldn't get transportation 
‘we could capture the trains.“ 
What was to become of the other people 
on the train?“ 
He said they could de dropped off. and 


also said that we would burn the bridges 
hind us.. 
-€ulton said that after the shooting of 


ae Goebel, Powers asked him to write to the

WITNESSES RECOUNT THE VISIT 
THERE OF ALLEGED MURDERER. 


Several Residents of the Illinois City 
Ge te New London, Mo., to Tell of 
His Coming to That Place with Two 

Teams in 1871—Accused Man Told 
Them Conflicting Stories About the 
Absence of Young Gates. 12

New London, Mo., July 19.— [Special.] 
Mrs. Matilda L. Dennis, aged 76 years, of 
Decatur, IIL, today testified in the Jester 
trial that she saw Jester and his outfit in 
the outskirts of that city in 1871. Her hus- 
band bought some buffalo hides of Jester. 
The hides were taken to the tan yard of 
Dunham to be tanned. She'did not see 
blood on any of the hides. ’ 

Eugene Boone, a carpenter of Decatur, 
saw Jester in that city with two teams and 
a buffalo calf. He asked Jester where the 
other driver was, and Jester said he left 
him in Kansas. Mr. Boone identified the 
prisoner as the same man he saw in De- 
catur in 171.1 

Mrs. Josephine Clark of Monroe County 
recognized a picture, prepared to represent 
the wagon taken by Jester from young Gates. 
as the same that she saw pass her house 
in 1871. She also said a young man was 
peddling Dr. Chase’s books in her neighbor- 
hood at that time. She retold her story of. 
seeing the body of a man in the wagon as 
Jester drove by. This testimony confirms 
that of Shrewsbury, who was peddling Dr. 
Chase’s books in the neighborhood of Mid- 
die Grove at that time. 

James M. W. Boone, also of Decatur, testi- 
fied he was standing on a corner when Jes- 
ter drove into that town. Jester’s coat was 
between red and brown, and the sleeves 
were four inches too short.. 7 

John Quincy Adams, who lived six miles 
east of Decatur, III., saw a man at Glens 
House with a buffalo calf. He talked with 
Jester, who told him he was taking the calf 
back to his folks in Indiana. When asked 
where the other driver was, Jester told him 
the young man with whom he had started 
from Kansas had tired of the work and 
gone home. Jester had two watches and 
enough bed clothing in his outfit fer two. 

L. L. Gravel saw Jester at Naples, III. Jes- 
ter was seeking the way to Jacksonville. 
He told Gravel he had driven the two teams 
all the way from Kansas himself; having 
no money to hire an assistant. 


MANY GOLD SEEKERS 
PERISH BY DROWNING 
AT MOUTH OF YUKON. 


Thirty Deaths Within the Last Month 
Reported—Fully 150 Others Are Lost 
dy Taking the Wrong Channels in the 
Delta of the River—Relief to Be Sent.

Tacoma, Wash., July 19.—[Special.]—The 
steamers Sequoia from Cape Nome and 
Athenian from St. Michael's this morning 
bring news of thirty. deaths from drowning 
at the mouth of the Yukon River within the 
last four wetks. This has been a regular 
death trap owing to the unusually fierce 
storms. Fully 150 others have been lost 
by taking the wrong channel of the river 
and the government officials at St. Michael's 
are preparing to send two cutters to search 
for the lost ones. One will be sent to the 
Hunters Bay mouth, south of the delta. 

One party of eight, all unknown, were 
drowned in sight of the Russian mission 
on June 18 during a flerce gale. The rector, 
Johan E. Orloff, witnessed the disaster, but 
was powerless to give aid. Another party 
of five were lost while skirting the ice from 
the mouth of the Yukon to Cape Romanoff. 
None of their names could be ascertained. 
The Athenian brought back the body of 
Captain Herkes of the transport Egbert, who 
died at St. Michael's of pneumonia.

Wants Excess Fare Only on Basis of 

Fast Time—Western Passenger As- 

-seciation May Raise Rates for Minor 

Conventions — Place of George N. 

Heaffora.to Be Filled by Promotion, 

} Vice President Bird Says—C. and N, 
W. New Lines to Open Sunday. 


Reports in Eastern papers that the Michi- 
gan Central is about to try. to become a.dif- 
ferential line instead of a standard one have 
led to an authoritative denial by the man- 
agement. The reports show that the posi- 
tion taken by the Michigan Central in re- 
gard to this rate question is not known. 
With the other standard lines it has been a 
party to the differential rates of fare for 
seventeen years, but only as a matter of 
policy and with the hope that this conces- 
sion would effect a peaceful solution of diffi- 
culties. The Michigan Central, however, is 
satisfied that the plan has not been success- 
ful. The management claims that the dif- 
ferential system has been a failure. When 
the ‘differentials were conceded first 
there were marked differences between 
the train service of the Chicago-New York 
lines and the accommodations they offered. 


The Michigan Central claims that these dit - 


ferences do not exist any longer. The road 
does not ask lower rates than its com- 
petitors, but it is not disposed to concede 
them lower rates. The management says 
that the only point of difference that can be 
raised with any justice is that of the time 
of trains, and does not object to the estab- 
lishment of a standard of time. It insists, 
however, that rates of fare should be the 
Same by k all lines within that standard, with 


equal excess fare by all faster lines.

END OF JOLIET STEEL COMPANY 


Concern Which Made Fortunes for the 
Owners and Has Been Long Out of 
Operation Formally Dissolved. 


Joliet, III., July 19.—[Special.J—A notice 
of dissolution filed with the Secretary of 
State at Springfield by the old Joliet Steel 
company closes a chapter in the early his- 


“tory of the Illinois Steel company. 


In 1867 the Joliet Iron and Steel company 
got into difficulties and a receiver was ap- 
plied for. One of the heaviest stockholders 
was James January of St. Louis, and through 
his influence his son-in-law, A. J. Forbes- 
Leith, then, an officer in the British navy, 
was: appointed. 

During his term as receiver Mr. Forbes- 
Leith saw the possibilities of the business 
and organized the Joliet Steel company, 
which bought out the old concern. Forbes- 
Leith made a fortune out of the Joliet Steel 
company and moved to his home in Scotland. 

About ten years ago the Joliet Steel com- 
pany was absorbed into the consolidation 
which became known as the IIlinois Steel 
company. 

The notice filed today was only the formal 
dissolution of the old concern.
